Now,
however, since thls nation respectiully bu
firmly declines to foot the bill ran up for its de-
struction, great Is the confusion, consternation,
and disappointment of the Confederate bond-
holders at finding thelr desperate financlal pros-
pects rendered more desperate than ever. Thon
the shipping merchants of Great Britgin, natn-
rally nlarmed at the terrible injuries they wonld

on cheap terms thelr own precedent. and to hold
us under bonds not 1o imitste thelr example.

Aside from these considerations, the
ties of British partisanship have materially in-
crensed the prevailing agitation. The Tories are
out of power, and, badly whipped by the Whigs |
on the old issues, they ure mdupstrionsly seeking
anew one. Nothing would =nit thelr purpose
better than & war with Amerlea, provided they
could find a decent protext for such o contliet,
When John Ball goes fortli to fight his neighbors
he marshulg his forees under a Tory banner,
When poace prevails, and the people have time |
and opportunity to reflect upon their wrongs,
and to calmly review the
cmbodied in the standard  British  policy,
their sense of justice compls them to make some
advance in the path of progress, and to move
forward, even though it be by inches, under
Whig leadership. At thls moment the rival
British politicians are cautiously fighting their
own battle over our shoulders.
